For Many Uses 


-Get the last green tomatoes off 
the vines beforé frost catches them. 
Don't let any of them go to waste, 
for these tomatoes are all good 
food, although they haven't devel- 
ped all the vitamin. values and 
flavor and “eyeappeal” of ripe 
red Marglobes or Bonny Bests. 
Home economists of the U. 8. De 
partment of Agriculture say that 
you can use the green tomatoes in 
ways that will make them seem 
like a newly discovered fruit or 
vegetable or pickle when they come 
on the table. : 

Try ripening a few of the larg- 
est ones. If they don’t respond to 
a reasonable sunning, use them as 
they are. You can stew or scallop 
green tomatoes just as you do red 
ones. ‘Or slice them, flour or bread 
the slices, and fry them in a little 
savory fat. Or cut them in halves 
and broil them in the lower oven. 
Or make them into pies or tarts, 
with a plain green tomato filling, 
or’ green tomato mincemeat. 

To meke a green tomato pile, 
slice five. or six medium size to- 
matoés and one-half a lemon, add 
two tableapoqns. water and cook 
‘luntil nearly tender. Drain and re 
serve the liquid. Mix 1 tablespoon 
corm starch with suger to taste, 
about three-quarter cup, and a 
little cimmamon and salt. Mix with 
the tomato liquid, heat, atid’ stir 
until] thickened. Add the tomatoes 
and a little table fat. Pour the mix- 
ture into a parially baked pie.¢grust, 
put on a top sheet of dough, and 
bake In a moderately hot oven 
(375 F.) for about 30 minutes or 
until the crust is golden brown. © 

You make a “mock mincemeat’’ 
with green tomatoes in much the 
same way as other mincemeat. 
When it is cooked thick seal it in 
hot sterilized quart jars. One quart 
jar holds about enough for a good 
sized pie. Green tomato mince- 
meat has 11 ingredients. Here are 
the quantities you would need to 
make three quarts of pie fillings: 
Chopped green tomatoes, 4 quarts; 
sliced tart 

seeded raisins, 
pound; minced citron, 4 tables- 
poons if available; spices, four 
teaspoons of cinnamon, one-fourth 
teaspoon each of allspice and 
cloves; brown sugar, five cups; 
vinegar,-two cups and water, two 
cups, or more water and less vine- 
gar, depending on how acid the 
vinegar is. Cook all these ingred- 
jents together slowly until the to- 
matoes are tender and the mince-
